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A MOHARK INDIAN DYNASTY 
Roy E. McFee 


American history probably has never known a more amazing galexy of Indian leaders than 
was seen in the Mohawk Valley during the Eighteenth Century. Most of these Mohawk Indian 
ee were related by birth or marriage, and soon superior Anglo-Saxon strains were 

. Momentously the converging lines of descent made the family of Brant almost the 
er 2a royal house of the great Iroquois Confederacy. 


The story is simple and fast moving. In 1710 the first Chief Joseph Brant and wise King 
Hendrick visited Ingland and were received by Queen Anne. Chief Brant's son was Nickus Brant, 
eloquent friend of Sir William Johnson, Baronet, the British Commissioner to the Iroquois. 


4& son of Nickus Brant was the able Joseph Brant, or Thayendanegea, born in 1742, who 
became War Chief of the Six Nations. He could be terrible in battle, as at Oriskany and 
Cherry Valley. Nevertheless his mark could spare a frontier home, and he kept the ancient 
covenants of his people. He was twice honored at Britain's royal court. His third wife, 
mother of his seven youngest children, was Catharine, eldest daughter of the Chief of the 
Turtle Clan, who held first rank among the Mohawks. 


Molly Brent, regal daughter of Nickus, became the third wife of Sir William Johnson, and 
mother of his last eight children. It is said that she was also the niece of Sir William's 
second wife, Caroline, who was daughter of Chief Abraham and niece herself of King Hendrick. 
Caroline was a maiden of proud beauty, a veritable plumed princess of the mighty forest Con- 
federacy. Sir William had in all fourteen children -- three white by the first wife, and 
eleven half-breed by the other two. ‘The all-white son was Sir John Johnson, Second Baronet, 
through whom the title has descended to a Canadian baronet of the present day. 


Sir William earned his title in 1755 by winning the Battle of Lake George. Another com- 
mander also was there -- the venerable King Hendrick, with a war party from the woodland em- 
pire that could marshal two thousand warriors. He was slain that dey at the head of his 
forces. Today one of the noblest momuments in America marks that battle field. On a shaft 
the heroic figures of Johnson and Hendrick stand side by side, overlooking Lake George. 


Joseph Brant died in 1807, in Upper Canada, and the bell of the church on the Grand River 
tolled for twenty-four hours. His title of Tekarihogea, or Principal Chief and Warrior of the 
Six Nations, was passed on to his fourth son, Captain John Brant. Actually the title was con- 
ferred by Catharine, widow of Thayendanegea, acting in her own right as her father’s daughter, 
according to the unwritten law of the Confederacy. 


The youngest daughter of Joseph and Catharine Brant was Elizabeth, a lfohawk princess by 
birth, by accomplishments, and by dedication to her people. She has been described as a beau- 
tiful and charming woman, dressing in a blending of Mohawk and Inglish costumes. Her manners 
were cultivated and her sympathies qiick and warm. She spoke English with delichtful correct- 
ness and even eloquence, and without question would have graced any European court. Elizabeth 
Brant was the wife of Colonel Williem Johnson Kerr, who was a son of Robert Kerr, M.D., and a 
grandson of Sir William Johnson and Mplly Brant. 


In the century following the American Revolution, the office of Tekarihogea was filled by 
seven men, 4ll of the Brant lineage -- Joseph Brant himself, his son John, and two grandsons 
and three great-grandsons who descended through three daughters of the great chieftain. One of 
these grandsons, William John Simcoe Kerr, barrister-at-law in Canada, was the son of Colonel 
William Johnson Kerr and Elizabeth Brant. He was thus descended from both Joseph and Molly 
Brent, from Sir Williem Johnson, from Catharine Brant's father, the Chief of the Turtle Clan, 
and doubtlessly from the family of Chief Abraham and King Hendrick also. 


And the end of the story is not yet, of course, for the distinguished Mohawk Indian family 
that led the Iroquois in war and later was their voice in Canadian exile. Some day perhaps the 
full genealogy of the Brants and their allied families will be written. And such genealogy 
will show again that good birth counted in the Mohawk longhouse exactly as it has likewise 
meant culture and leadership in the fanilies of our own successor race. 








THE IDENTITY OF LYDIA, FIRST WIFE OF JOSEPH WILLIAMS 
of Marlboro, Massachusetts

Joseph Williems married Lydia ---- and had a numerous fanily, according to Charles Hudson 
in his History (with genealogies) of Marlboro, Mass., 1862. Lydia probably died and Joseph 
married on May 28, 1766, Zeruiah Johmson. Hudson states that the ancestry of this family had 
not been ascertained. The children, born Marlboro, are shown as follows:

Eunice b. Mar. 15, 1750-1 m. April 3, 1771, Elisha Rice. 

lucy b. May 30, 1753. m. ---- Russell (?7) 

Sarah ob. Mar. 13, 1755 m. May 22, 1777, William Loring. 

Moses b. Aug. 3, 1757 + m., resided Southboro. 

Pattee b. Nov. 20, 1759 m. Apr. 30, 1780, Nathaniel P. Russell. 


Qn April 22, 1766, Joseph Williams, sadler, of Marlboro, was appointed guardian of Incy, 
Sarah, Moses and Patty Williams, minors under 14 years of age, children of Joseph by his late 
wife Lydia. On June 10, 1766, Joseph Williams was appointed guardian of James, William and 
Eunice (at their own election) minors upward of 14 years of age, children of Joseph by his 
late wife Lydia. (Middlesex County Probate Records at East Canbridge. ) 


Qn July 1, 1771, Widow Zeruiah Williams of Southboro, eldest son Joseph of Marlboro, and 
sons James and William Williams of Southboro petitioned to have Jonathan Ward of Southboro 
appointed administrator of the estate of Joseph Williams of Southboro. (Worcester County Pro- 
bate Records.) The Middlesex records show that on April 28, 1772, Moses Woods of Marlboro was 
appointed guardian of lucy, Sarah and Moses, above 14 years of age, and Patty, under 14 years, 
children of Joseph Williams, late of Marlboro, deceased. The settlement of the estate of 
Joseph Williems, sadler, of Southboro, shows that the setting off of 16 acres of land to the 
widow Zeruiah was accepted by Joseph, James and William Williams, lLioses Woods, Elisha Rice and 
Moses Woods as guardian for Lucy, Sarah, Moses and Patty Williams. 


Incy Williams, single woman, of Marlboro, died before May 6, 1777 when her brother Moses 
Woods was appointed administrator of her estate. The inventory of her estate, taken Aug. 4, 
1777, shows that she owned one-ninth part of seven acres of land located in Lincoln (Mass. ) 
which had been willed to her by her grandfather Benjamin Minroe. 


The History of lexington, Vol. 2, Revised and Contimed to 1912, shows that Benjamin(2) 
(William(1)) Munroe had a first wife Lydia, who died before 1748. He died April 6, 1766 in 
Lincoln. His will, dated April 1, 1766, (on file at East Cambridge), bequeathed to wife 
Prudence and to his children, including the children of his daughter Lydia Williams, deceased. 


Benjamin and Lydia Munroe had a daughter Lydia born March 7, 1717-18, Weston, Mass. ‘The 
published vital records of Weston show that lydia Munroe married Oct. 9, 1740 Joseph Willians 
of Concord. Therefore, Lydia the first wife of Joseph Williams of Marlboro was daughter of 
Benjamin and Lydia Munroe of lexington and Lincoln. She died before April 1, 1766, the date 
of her father's will. 


The marriage record of Joseph Williems shows that he was "of Concord." ‘The History of 
Lexington states that he was “of Cambridge." While it is not fully proven, it is very prob- 
able that this Joseph Williams was the Joseph(5), borm June 11, 1716, Roxbury, son of John(4), 
Isaac(3)(2), Robert(1) Williams of Roxbury. Iseac(2) Williams died in that part of Cambridge 
which became Newton and a John Williams who probably was a great-uncle to Joseph(5) lived and 
died in Canbridge. A John Williams who may have been Joseph's father, died in Marlboro before 
Merch 15, 1747 when Williem Phips of Cambridge was appointed administrator of his estate. 

That was seven years after Joseph the sadler, had settled in Marlboro. 
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ANDREW AND ELIZABETH BOGLE 
From Cumberland, Pennsylvania to Blount County, Tennessee 
Frances Davis MTeer 
Continued from October 1955 


Part II. Down the Big Road 


Sometime in the winter of 1778-1779, before, during, or after Andrew's various tours of 
duty with Capt. McTeer's militia company, the Bogles decided to leave their home in Cumberland 
Co., Pa. In February 1779 they sold their Shade Mountain homestead;~ shortly thereafter they 
packed up their necessary belongings, including the Family Bible and the fire-tongs, bid good- 
bye to their relatives, friends and neighbors; then they set out south toward the Big Road 
"fran Philadelphia through Virginia to the Yadkin River." We now have no way of knowing whe- 
ther their departure was motivated by dissatisfaction with the circumstances of their lives in 
Fermanaugh or by the dream of greener, fairer fields beyond the mountains. Probably both fac- 
tora played a part in their decision. 


The practical cooperation fostered by the Continental Congress to further the prosecution 
of the War with Great Britain mst have produced a significant lowering of inter-colonial 
barriers, both geographical and psychological. In the course of their service with the mili- 
tia, men travelled to new and different localities; equally important, they met citizen sol- 
diers from still farther distant places; but perhaps most significant of all, beside the 


evening campfires they listened to the endless magic legend of cheap land and free adventure 
in the west. 


In any case, as a result of these general causes, and also each for his own immediate 
and personal reasons, there were many settlers on the road in the summer of '79. The old 
buffalo and Indian trail up the Shenandoah Valley between the Blue Ridge and the Devil's Back 
Bone (North Ridge), which in 1753 had been "blazed and laid off with two notches and a cross”” 
was now & well travelled thoroughfare, deep in dust or mud, as detemnined by the weather. 
Some migrants went in well-organized groups with several wagons, outriders, and droves of 
stock; for others it was just a family party, with mother and baby on the wagon seat, father 
on horseback, a cow attached to the tailgate and dogs and children here, there, and every- 
where. These adventurers in the Valley were from many homes; there were Dutchmen, Quakers, 
end Presbyterians fran Pennsylvania, Virginia, and Maryland, farmers, Huguenots, Hessions, 
Tories, Patriote, missionaries, land agents, swindlers, men, women, and children of every 
description. The most embitious travellers were probably those bound for Kentucky's "dark 
and bloody ground"; other intrepid settlers sought hanes on the Holston or the French Broad 
in Washington County, North Carolina. Still others favored locations on the Yadkin or in 
the south beyond the James River in the mountains of Virginia; but all, without exceptian, 
were on their way. 


This was the tide of immigration into which the Bogles turned their wagons after they 
had driven south through Jerusalem Town (Hagerstown, Maryland), crossed the Potomac at Pack 
Horse Ford (near Shepherdstowm, West Virginia), and started thence up the Shenandoah Walley. 
In the immediate party with which we are concerned there were ten persons: Andrew Bogle, his 
wife Elizabeth, their two small children, Annie, now four, little Joe, almost one and a half, 
and another baby on the way; besides there were Andrew's parents, his brothers Joe, now 
twenty, Sam a “man" of fourteen and the girls, Andrew's little sisters, Agnes, ten, and 
Jeanie, eight years old. In all probability there were other families of their Pennsylvania 
acquaintance who accompanied this family group on their long trek through Virginia, but of 
these we have now no certain knowledge. 





Their journey in the spring and summer of '79 brought the Bogles up the Valley as far as 
Masanutten Mountain. Perhaps when they left Pennsylvania with the war still in progress, 
they had intended to go only so far as Rockingham County, Virginia; that region was reasonably 
well-settled with sufficient local organization to provide protection from British inspired 
Indian haresaments, Loyalist raids, or English invasions.° Perhaps the settlers had in mind

some farther destination, but felt the need of some reconnaissance regarding localities and 


routes before pushing on to the south. Or perhaps they stopped because of bad weather, neces- 
sary repairs, sickness, or other domestic exigencies. 


Whatever motivations may have determined their sojourn, the Bogle did remain in Rocking- 
ham through the next two winters, mybe longer. They acquired a home,” did some farming, 
reised their children and did their share in cammmity enterprises. Andrew was speedily in- 
tegrated into the local militia organization; "he was absent fran home in the service at the 
time of the birth of (his) son Hugh Bogle...on 3lst day of January 1780;" he "served a tour 
of duty as a private in the militia, in a canpany commanded by Capt. William Cravens’ of said 
county of Rockingham and in a Regiment camanded by Col. Benjamin Harrison;*° his "last term 
of service commenced in Mey or June in the year 1781" and he "was absent from hame until late 
in the fall or winter following."? Again, it was Semuel Bogle who kept the hane fires 
burning; "he lived with his brother's wife, the said Elizabeth, that summer (of 1781) and 
helped raise a crop of corn;...he was et the husking in the fall and his brother was still 


absent from home, but ae comes say positively at what time he was discharged or how long he 
served this last tem." 


At the present time, we have no way of knowing where Captain Craven's militia company 
went in the late summer of 1781, nor what they did there; that whole year had been a dark 
time for the Patriots of the Tenth Legion, 4 beginning with Arnold's treason the fall before, 
with Cormwallis' invasion to the south and now with Tarleton'’s raiders seemingly headed di- 
rectly for the Valley; rumors flew up and dom the Big Road; valued possessions were hidden 


in secret places; weapons were laid out handy, and children were instructed where to go and 
what to do in case of attack. 


But the worst never happened; fran Charlottesville, Colonel Tarleton turned back to join 
his commander Lord Cornwallis in the defenses on the York River; and after the surrender at 


Yorktown in October 1781, there was never again a British threat against the settlements along 
the Shenandoah. 


The Bogles, in addition to their participation in the general feeling of relief at the 
recession of the war's alarms, had in the spring of 1782 a special reason for anticipation 
and thankagiving; any day now they were expecting the arrival from Pennsylvania of James Bogle 
and his new bride. When_his father and brothers left for Virginia in 1779, James Bogle, the 
maker of the fire-tongs, had remained behind in Fermanaugh Township, Gmberland Coumty, to 
camplete the courting of his intended spouse, Nancy Nelson, eldest daughter of Robert and 
Martha (Patterson) Nelson of Fermangugh. These two young people, ages 26 and 20 years, were 


finally married on January 1, 1782, 4 and set out soon thereafter to join James’ family in 
Virginia. 


The newlyweds must surely have received a warm welcome in the homes of Joseph and Andrew 
Bogle in Rockingham. There was news of all the old friends and neighbors in Cumberland; the 
talk went on and on into the night. There was wamen's talk, as the work was done, of fash- 
ions, recipes, sickness, children, and grandchildren. The men's talk over by the fireplace 


turned, as men's talk did in 1782, to new settlements and cheaper, better land on the Jemes 
River in Virginia and the Holston River in Carolina. 


The young people were impatient to push on down the valley; Jemes had determined to make 
a homestead, sane sixty odd miles to the south near the James River in Rockbridge County, and 


before his visit was over, he had persuaded his father to accompany him on this move. The in- 
migrants evidently got off to an early stert, for both James and Joseph Bogle appear among the 
1782 tax payers of Rockbridge County, Va.

PADLEY, Mrs. JAMES G. of Milford passed away Oct. 7 (1904) aged 57. ‘Two children, Mrs. R. S. 
Wells of Lansing and Mrs. D. Roy Barrett of Milford, with her husband survive. 


PATTERSGN, HUGH, aged 89 years, 7 months and 23 days died March 2, 1919. Mr. Patterson was 
born in Ballygoren, county Down, Ireland in 1829 and came to America in 1848. In 1854 he was 
united in marriage to Miss Hannah Stephens whose death occurred in 1910. To then were born 
nine children, six of whom are living. Both Mr. and Mrs. Patterson were members of the former 
United Presbyterian church of Commerce. The surviving children are Will of Alaska, Mrs. Emma 


Buell of Rochester, N.Y., Lafayette and David of Commerce, Mrs. Henry Openo and Fred Patterson 
of Commerce. 


PECK, FREDERICK, 91 years of age and for nearly 60 years a resident of this coumty, died at 
his home here early Sunday morning (item dated Commerce, June 21, 1909).

He came to this country with his parents in 
1857 and settled in Pontiac where his father died 1858 and his mother in 1878. In 1868 he 
married Miss Elizabeth Turk, eldest daughter of Thomas and Maria Turk. They were the parents 
of seven children, Charlotte M. of Chicago, Maud of Detroit, Mabel of Durango, Mexico, wife of 
James Leroy, U.S. consul at that place, Reginald H., G. Herbert, Arthur and Harold. Besides 
the wife and children he is survived by & brother James Pound of Benton Harbor. He was a 
brother-in-law of Thomas N., William G. and Gregory H. Turk and of Mrs. Ada Moseman, all of 
this city, and of Mrs. F. E. Starker of Battle Creek. 








POWELL, JUDGE JOSEPH B., formerly Judge of Probate of Oakland county is dead, aged 77 years. 
Mr. Powell was one of the most prominent and successful men of this city. He had lived here 
for 5O years; was twice elected Judge of Probate. His widow survives him. (Item dated Mr. 
9, 1901) 


PRIOR, PHILO, praninent famer of Milford twp. passed away at his home west of Milford Jan. 20 
(1904). He was 74 years of age on Dec. 6 last. He was a native of Mass. and came to Mich. 
with his parents when a child of 6 yrs. The family were ammeg the early residents of this 
county and Mf. Prior has been a life long resident here. He is survived by a widow, one son 
Fred and a daughter Mrs. Julia Guinan of Pontiac. He also leaves two brothers, Fred and Asa 
Prior and one sister Mrs. Dorothy Welch. Interment at Highland Corners Cemetery. 


RENWICK, GEORGE, son of the Hon. John and Eliza Renwick was born in Greece, Monroe county, N. ad q 
Y. June 4, 1825. He came with his parents to the Territory of Mich. in 1827 and settled in 
the twp. of Salem, Washtenaw county. In 1849 he was married and settled in the woods of Kent 
county, 13 miles from his nearest neighbor or public highway. His wife died in 1873. He died 
at his home in Milford Mar. 9 (1901). There are three children of this union still living, 
Prof. Geo. W. Renwick of Muskegon, Mrs. Ada Chapin of Traverse City, and Albert J. of Flint. 
He was a member of the Wesleyan Methodist church. Interment at Milford. 





ROOT, NEHEMIAH, a former resident of Milford who for many years lived on a farm northeast of 
Milford, died Nov. 2 (1908) at Greenleaf, Tuscola county. 


ROSE, MELVIN, a retired farmer, living with Mr. Leroy near the south toll gate premises known 


as the Dan Infoldsby place, died Wednesday night (1899) aged about 83 years. Burial at New 
Hideos. 


ROSE, MBS. VERONA L., &n aged lady passed away at the home of Mrs. Elizabeth Randall on Brow 
street last evening (dated May 21, 1902). Mrs. Rose, whose maiden name was Collins was 88 
years of age last New Years Day. Mrs. Rose was a person of culture and of a sweet persmality 
that endeared her to her numerous friends both in Birmingham and Pontiac where she was widely 
known. She will be buried beside her husband at South Lyon on Friday morning. 


ROUNDS, HARLEY, aged 95 years and 17 days, died at his hane in the village of Commerce, Feb. 
22, 1899. He waa born in Clarendon, Vermont, Feb. 5, 1804, united in marriage Mer. 9, 1826 to 
Miss Lydia Collins. Two sons were the fruit of this union, Byron who died Oct. 7, 1851 and 
Asa who died Aug. 1877. His wife died Dec. 22, 1868. In 1847 Mr. Rounds removed fran the 
Green Mountain state to Cincinnati, Ohio where he remained until the following year when he 
went to Dayton, Ohio. In April, 1849 he removed his family to Mich. He resided one yeer at 
Four Towns and thence to the village of Commerce, where he resided to the time of his death. 


SEEIZY, MS. WEBB. Mre. Ema B. Seeley, a highly respected resident of this city died at her E 
home on Clark street March 10 of peritonitis. (yr. not indicated) She was married to Mr. &

Seeley Nov. 10, 1886 and leaves a husband and two little sons, Glenn and Stewart, @ father, 
J = two sisters and a brother. She was a member of the Congregational church.

She leaves a husband, 
three young sons and a baby daughter. Burial at Commerce. 


SMITH, MARIA C. SHATTUCK, wife of one of the well known proprietors of Hotel Hodges in this 
city, died Sunday, Jan. 22 (1899). She was born in the state of New York, Oct. 23, 1827. 
She was married in 1850 to Thaddeus A. Smith at Commerce, Mich. where they resided until ten 
years ago when they came to Pontiac, Mr. Snith purchasing Hotel Hodges. 


SMITH, MRS. MARY ANN. (March, 1878). The remains of Mrs. Mary Ann Smith who died in Pontiac 
om the 4th inst. were brought to this village on Wednesday for burial. The fumeral was held 
in the M.E. church. Mrs. Smith was a member of the Baptist church here and was a resident 
among us for about 22 years prior to her removal to Pontiac. 


SMITH, 0.H., father of George W. Smith and a pioneer of Commerce township, died last evening 

at Ann Arbor at the home of his daughter, Mrs. H. D. Armstrong where he had been making his 
= «< home. He was born at Rochester, N.Y. in 1824 and would have been 86 years of age had he lived 
! until next Tuesday. He settled in Commerce twp. in 1855 and was prominently connected with 
the affairs of the township and the Commerce school district. He is the last survivor of the 
farmers who lived in the north part of Commerce township prior to 1860. He is survived by two 
children, Judge George W. Smith of this city (Pontiac) and Mrs. H. D. Armstrong of Ann Arbor. 
Interment in Commerce cemetery. (item dated Dec. 7, 1910) 





STANTON, LOVETT W., an honored and well known citizen of Pontiac, died at the residence of his 
son-in-law, J. H. Patterson, 127 S. Saginaw Street, Sunday, the 22nd inst. (1898) Mr. Stanton 
was born at Itlay Hill, N.Y. 1830. At the age of 22 years he came to Michigan and settled at 
Pine Run, Genessee county, where he engaged in the saw mill and lumber business and also for a 
mumiber of years ran a general store. In 1862 he moved to Oxford, this county, and engaged in 
the hotel business and successfully ran the Stanton House until 1877 when he removed to 
Pontiac, residing there most of the time since. In 1876 he was elected sheriff of Oakland 
county on the Democratic ticket, serving two terms. He was prominently identified with the 
location and establishment of the Pontiac, Oxford & Northern railroad, securing right of way, 
etc. He was a zealous Mm&son, a member of Oxford Lodge and Pontiac Commandery No. 2. K.T. ‘The 
fomer performed the burial ritual and the latter escorted the remains to Oak Hill cemetery. 


STEPHENS, MRS. ELIZABETH, one of the oldest residents of this camunity, died at her home in 
Commerce on Wednesday, Feb. 1. She reached the extreme age of 91 years, 1 month and 20 days. 
Elizabeth Hale was born in Crosa@maglen, Ireland, Dec. 12, 1807 where she passed her childhood. 
She was one of a femily of eight, of wham the only surviving member is Thomas Hale of Danes- 
ville, Mich. She was married on Apr. 1, 1843 to John Stephens whose death occurred Jan. 21, 
1882. They came to America in the summer of 1842 and settled on a farm on the south Commerce 
road.

They are 
Williem, Samuel and Richard Stephens, and Mrs. Hugh Patterson and Mrs. Harpham, all residents 
of Milford and vicinity.

1898) 


TREGENT, MAS. HELEN VOORHEES, wife of B. S. Tregent, cashier of the First Commercial Bank of 
this city, died at her hame on Norton aveme on July 17, 1895. Mrs. Tregent was a daughter 
of ex-county Treasurer Hirem Voorhees, now deceased, was born in the township of Orion, Sept. 
&, 1854 end was married in this city to B. S. Tregent May 25, 1881. She leaves a husband, 
two little daughters, three sisters, two brothers and her mother to mourn her loss. 


TROWBRIDGE, HON. GUY M. passed away on Christmas evening (1900) at the home of his daughter, 
is. Benedict of Ionia. He was born in the township of Troy Jan. 31, 1834 and had always 
lived in Oakland county. His father, Stephen V. R. Trowbridge, was originally fran N.Y. 
state. Guy M. was one of a large family, all of wham have been prominent in the locality in 
which they lived. Besides the subject of this sketch, the family consisted of Gen. L. S. 
Trowbridge, Roland E., Bdward, Charles, Tillimen, and William, all of wham are now dec'd with 
the exception of Gen. L. S. Trowbridge of Detroit. There are also three sisters living, Mrs.

TURK, THOMAS, one of Pontiac's best known retired merchants, died today (June 14, 1897) aged 
76. He helped to make Michigan's first survey and to build the first sidewalk from the City 
Hall to Grand Circus Park, in Detroit, 60 years ago. 


TUTHILL, CHARLES W., one of Pontiac's best known citizens, died Tuesday at 4 o'clock ( 1904) 
He was born in Montpelier, Vt. Sept. 3, 1812, moving with his parents at the age of 5 yrs. to 
the twp of Lee, Oneida Co., N.¥., remaining with his parents on the farm until the age of 16 
years when he moved to Utica where he served an apprenticeship in the carriage business. 
Afterward he worked as a journeyman in Troy, lee and Rome until he reached the age of 24 yrs. 
On Sept. 20, 1836 he left Rome for Michigan, first locating in Saginaw until 1840 when he came 
to Pontiac. He was twice married, the first wife, Miss Juliet Webster passing away in 1854 
leaving four sons. In 1857 Mr. Tuthill was married to Blizabeth Skarritt who also died leav- 
ing three children, two girls and a son. He joined the Methodist church in 1842 and was its 
oldest living member. Of the children five survive: Charles of Owosso, Thomas H. and Mrs. J. 
E. Howland of Pontiac, Mre. M. G. Soper, of Detroit, and Chester W. of Milwaukee. Of the 


grandchildren, Mrs. A. C. Adams and Henry Howland reside in this city. Burial in Oak Hill 
Cemetery. 


VAN GORDEN, MRS. ESTHER, aged 45 years died Jan. 1, 1895 at the hame of her father, Charles 
Porter. 


VAN GORDON, MAS. ETTA N. was born in the township of White Lake, Apr. 4, 1851 and died Jan. 1, 
1895 on the home farm where she had lived so many years. She was married Nov. 3, 1875 to 
Henry Van Gordon who died Mer. 28, 1881. 


VAN GORDON, MRS. JANE, an aged and esteemed resident of Four Towns died at her home Dec. 19 
after a long illness. The funeral services were held at the Methodist church at Commerce, 


conducted by Rev. A. Crane and burial was in Commerce Cemetery. She leaves three sons and two 
daughters to mourn her loss. (Dec. 19, 1896) 


VAN TASSELL, D. W., a farmer living three miles from Commerce in White Lake township, was 
found unconscious on the floor of his hane Saturiay morning (commmication to Press Gazette 
dated, Commerce, Apr. 13, 1914) by Raymond Dandison, a neighbor. He died Saturday night with- 
out regaining consciousness. He was between 65 and 70 years of age and is believed to have 
been the last member of his family although but little is known here about his relatives. 


WALLACE, THOMAS, who died at his residence on South Saginaw street on March 12, 1898 after a 
lingering illness, was a native of Ayrshire, Scotland and came to Michigan with his parents in 
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the early '30's settling first on the south shore of Orchard Lake in the midst of the Scotch 
Bd € colony. He experienced all the hardships and joys of pioneer life and after helping his 

father in the first clearings of the farm, went to work for himself among his neighbors. 
After years of hard work and saving he became the owner of a large farm near Commerce. Some 
24 years ago he gave up the farm and came to Pontiac. Health failing him for two years past, 
paralysis ended his life in his 78th year. His remains now rest in his private vault in Oak 
Hill. Deceased had no children, leaving his wife as chief mourner and some six or seven 
nephews. 


WALIACE, MRS. THOMAS, of Perry street, died suddenly on Sept. 14, 1902 of paralysis, aged 
74 years. She was a sister of the late Williem Donaldson of Commerce and came to Oakland 
county in early childhood with the Donaldson family. Until her marriage she lived near 
Qrchard Lake. She was married to Thomas Wallace in 1847 and for about twenty years they 
carried on the Wallace farm, so called, near Commerce Village. 





WATERBURY, MARTHA ADELIA ELDRED (MRS. WILLIAM) of Highland was born July 6, 1888 in Courtland 
county, N. ¥. Her father's family was among the early pioneers of Commerce township, moving 
there in 1835 and settling first on a farm now owned by Rodman Fields. A few years later 
they moved to the eastern line of Commerce township. She married Williem Waterbury in the 
fall of 1847. Six children were born to them of whom three sons, William and Charles of 
Highland, and Bert of Sault Ste Marie are living. The only remaining member of her father's 
family of five children is one brother, Theodore Eldred of Bimmingham. She leaves also her 
busband. Intement at Highlans Station. (1901) 


WEVER, ROSWELL died at his hame in Walled Lake Wednesday, Feb. 6, 1901. He was born in 
Qnondaga Co., N.Y., Dec. 14, 1821 and came to Michigan in 1836, settling in Commerce tomship 
and has since resided in that vicinity. His wife died in 1892. 


WIOSEY, REV. MARCENAS S. died at Milford on Tuesday. He was past 80 years of age and was one 
of the pioneer Methodist clergymen. For the past twenty-five years or more he has been on 
the superannuated list. 


WILSON, ROBERT died at his hame in White Lake Dec. 8, 1894, aged 70 years. 


WIX, WILLIAM died at his home in Commerce Sunday, Feb. 26, 1899. He was born at Sherbom, 
England, July 25, 1830 and settled at Commerce, Oakland county, where he conducted a wagon 
woodwork business for several years. He was married Oct. 8, 1854 to Melinda McComber of 
Waterford. Sixteen years ago he purchased the Commerce Lake Hotel. He leaves besides the 
widow, six children, viz., George, now in Colorado, Mrs. D. C. Judd of Boyne Palls, Mich., 
and Willie, Charley, Mrs. Geo. King and Mrs. Andrews, all present at the burial except George. 


WOOD, MISS HANNAH, aged 73 years, a life long resident of Commerce township, who moved to 
Flint about four years ago, died at Flint yesterday (item dated Oct. 10, 1910). She is sur- 
vived by five sisters and three brothers, the only relative now living in Commerce being 
Mrs, Aubrey Paddock, a sister. Interment at Commerce cemetery. 


YOUNG@AN, SAMUEL J., the elder of two sons of Samuel P. Youngman and Sarah J. (Dowse) Young- 
man, was born at Oxford, Oakland county, Michigan, Feb. 1, 1848. In 1852 he came with his 
parents to Greenville, at that time but a mere trading point, and in November, 1855 his 
parents moved to a wilderness farm of 160 acres, included in and about the homestead occupied 
' at the death of the deceased. He attemied school at Knotmaul, the first organized district 
in the township of Cato. When he was twenty years of age he acquired forty acres of his 
present homestead and subsequently cleared it for a future home. At twenty-one years of age 
, he was united in marriage to Maria Wetmore who lived but one year, leaving no issue. Later 

he married Elizabeth Newsome who survives him. He is also survived by his brother Geo. C. 
Youngman. Death occurred on the evening of My 4, 1903.

"DEATH OF ALVAN E. PARKER. Alvan E. Parker died in Belmont at the residence of his daughter, 
Mrs. Frances Morris, April 5, 1890. He was born in Cheshire, Vermont, on the 26th day of 
November, 1800. He removed to Belmont (then Philipsburg) in 1830, and soon after opened the 
first store, with a small stock of goods which were transported through an almost unbroken 
wilderness. He carried on the business over twenty years, and was succeeded by his son-in- 
lew, Charles S. Whitney. During his business career he was a justice of the peace, super- 
visor, and postmaster of the tom, and was a prominent man in the community as a leader and 
counsellor. 

"He amassed what is called in the country a fortune, by saving his money. He believed in the 
principle that it is not so mch what a man earns as what he saves, as the secret of success 
in acquiring wealth. He left two children, C. C. Parker, of Hillsdale, Michigan, and Mrs. 
Morris of Belmont; and H. P. Whitney, of Bradford, and Mra. Ire H. Myers, of Buffalo (grand- 
children), to inherit his property under a will. The funeral services were held at St. 
Philip's Episcopal church, Monday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock, in charge of Rev. Wilberforce 
Wells, rector, and the remains were interred in the new cemetery." 


" "CHARLES C. PARKER. A former well known resident of this city, Chas. C. Parker, died at his 
home in Ann Arbor Tuesday morning, of Bright's disease, aged 69 years. Mr. Parker was a man 
of more than ordinary mental gifts, which had been heightened by a collegiate education. At 
the close of the civil war he came to Hillsdale with his fanily and formed a law partnership 
with the late Juige E. H. C. Wilson, and was a member of the Hillsdale county bar and a well 
known attorney, removing to Ann Arbor several years ago. The family lived on college hill 
for many years, where the two children, Henry A. and Sadie Parker, attended college and grad- 
uated. The funeral was held at Ann Arbor yesterday forenoon."

REPORT OF MEETINGS 
Haviland F. Reves 


“Were they contemporary with the events recarded?” A positive answer to this question is 

the criterion of a good record, as defined at the September meeting by Meredith B. Colket, Jr, 
of the National Archives, Washington, D.C., in his discussion of "Basic Sources in Genealogy." 
For instance, a newspaper obituary is a prime source for date of death, but other information 
contained mst be evaluated separately. "Printed materials, while they have to be used with 
care, are excellent as a clue to original records; both are essential." "If we broaden our 
concept of what is of interest to the genealogist," then greater results are made possible by 
the use of data from a variety of areas. 

In illustration, Mr. Colket gave an exceptionally comprehensive outline of twenty-five 
basic sources, discussing sane in detail: 1) Passenger Lists. The Spanish lists, now in the 
process of publication, are probably the best maintained by any government. Though no sub- 
stantial series of records was kept by the British until the 1890's, the American colonies did 
keep some records of arrivals, especially Pennsylvania, where & record was required of all in- 
migrants not subject to the Crown. The Archives have the lists, kept by law, of arrivals since 
1819, but these have not been well indexed. 2) Civil Records of Births, Deaths, Marriages. Vi- 
tal records are in a great variety of conditions in the different states. 3) Auxiliary Mar- 
riage Records, licenses, bonis, banns, settlanents, or contracts. 4) Burial Records. 5) Church 
Records. English church records of deaths, marriages, and baptiams have been accurately kept, 
but American clmrches, except the Friends, have not taken this obligation very seriously. In 
general, Continental church groups have good records, except the Mennonites. 6) Probate and 

" Court Records. Wills often assist in showing the social life and customs of the 
times, but genealogically, these mst be used with caution because, in Colonial times the ter- 
minology of relationships was less strict than we are accustomed to in the present day. 7) Cen- 
sus Schedules. local, colonial, and regional census lists are often overlooked. loss of early 
Federal census records should be blamed, not on the British invasion of Washington, but mther 
on the carelessness of local officials who failed to preserve the lists or transfer them to 
Washington, as first required by law in 1830. No census schedules before 1830 help make New 
Jersey about the most difficult state in the country for genealogical research. The 1920 Cen- 
sus, when opened to researchers, "will revolutionize genealogical research for the 19th cen- 
tury,” as it is the first one to show actual birthdates. 8) Pension Application Files, state 
and local. 9) Bounty Land Application Files. No bounty land was given for Civil War service. 
10) Land Records. The Archives have recards for original entries in the public land states; 
elsewhere data my be obtained in the various state capitals. 11) Tax Records. 12) Tombstone 
Inscriptions and Cemetery Records. Here there is great possibility for error. 13) Marriage 
and Death Notices in Newspapers. The Boston Sentinel, with indices now available in selected 
libraries, reported extensively on deaths throughout the country, 1780-1840. 14) Neturelize- 
tion Records. 15) City and Telephone Directories. 16) Military Service Recards. 17) Unclaimed 
Letters. These were often listed in old newspapers for pioneer areas. 18) Earmarks, "the her- 
aldry of the poor.” 19) Petitions. 20) Oaths of Allegiance. 21) Mtriculation Records of 
Colleges. 22) Draft Records. 23) Diaries. 24) Law Cases. These are interesting, but often 
difficult to use. 25) "Warnings Out." ‘This type of recard is characteristic of New England. 





The theme of the October meeting, “Winter Studies and Summer Rambles," was carried out as 
announced. In his introduction, the Program Chairman, Mr. Robinson, read from the book by that 
neme written by Mrs. Anna Jamieson in 1837 after an extended trip through Canada. En route she 
visited Detroit, where she found a metropolis of bustle, variety, and animation, so that she 
judged the British "dolts and blockheads” to have given up such a city. Among excellent shops, 
gaming houses, and the like, she discovered, in a dirty, untidy, upstairs room, a circulating 
library with a fine selection of recent books and a room full of men reading newspapers. 

Several other more recent books on the local scene were mentioned and displayed: A New 
Home or Who Will Follow?, by Carolyn Kirkland; land of the Crooked Tree, by U. P. Hedricks; and 
Lite of Justice Woodward, by Frank Woodford. 

Among those who contributed from their genealogical adventures, Mr. Pierce told of admin- 
istering an estate, which cleared up certain gaps in his Brown fanily of Nove Scotia. Miss 
Serrell spoke with great enthusiasm of experiences incurred while chasing her ancestors around 
the English country-side in a rented car. Mr. Robinson related, with postcard illustrations, 
the history of a silver bowl; while Mrs. Franklin, Mrs. McCullough, Miss Lewis, and Mrs. MeTeer 
provided further genealogical anecdotes.
